THE SUPPRESSED RICKSHA 
STRIKE.

After having been compelled to criticise 
unfavourably the police force of* this 
Colony during the past we2k, we are glad 
ty take the opportunity of complimenting 
them, and the authorities genera!!y, on the 
way in which an incipient strike among the 
local ricksha-coolies was dealt with on 
Saturday. Early in the afternoon of that 
day the eutire body of ricksha-pullers in 
Hongkong went on atrike, by instructions 
from their guild, oning apparently to certain 
panalties recent‘y inflicie! upon offending 
coolies, incluling, no doubt, one case 
reportel i: our Police Court columns on 
Tuesday, when a coolie was ordered to pay 
compensation to his fare, whom by faulty 
atesring he had thrown from his ricksha 
and badly injured. The strike caused a 
great deal of inconvenience all over the 
Culony, people desizing to get to either end 
of the city having to walk or, in the case 
of natives, to crowd into the  gharries 
which turned out in extra force to take 
advantage of the absence of other vehicles. 
The whole passenger service on the lower 
levels was disorganised, while the pullers 
noisily debate! the situation among them- 
selves. The authorities, however, very 
properly decided that the matter was uot 
one to be dealt with in the usual mild way, 
and therefore, about 4 o'clock, the order was 
given to tha strikers to re.urn to work wethin 
three hours, uider penalty of having all 
their licences cancelled. This exhibition of 
firmness soon brought the malcontents to 
heir senses, and by 8 v’clock rickshas were 
procurable in most parts of the city ; nor 
was any trouble experienced. Thus by a 
proper display of firmness a troublesome 
matter wis brought to a satisfactory end. 
Such an affair doas much to raise the local 
Government in the ey--s of the community, 
and we trust that the hire will not be!lost, as 
it is only by prompt and vigorous action that 
a combined revolt among the more ignorant 
natives can be overcome. All classes of the 
comm rity will join in congratulating the 
respo sible authorities on the way in which 
they grappled with the trouble on Saturday, 
aud will trust that the line of action is not 
merely an isolated break-away from the 
usu: policy of submission by the Govern-

comm not help feeling regret ot the enormous 
figures brought before them. ‘There was a big 
staff provided for and he saw there were twu 
items also of $80,000 for scavenging and $21,000 
for coolies. He would like to ask whether, when 
the plague was not with us; there. was 
any saving effected or how these plague coolies 
were kept employed, because ‘he supposed 
that, as with every other sort of body that was 
not constant'y exercised, the staff was apt to get 
alittle bit rasty. This was the only opportunity 
tha taxpayers had of looking at this account, 
anil it was only fair that they +hould be quite 
clear in their oiinds that for the fairly liberal 
pay they gave to those men, good work was 
baing done. .1t was a very sad fact to notica 
that the total Medical and Sanitary and charges 
vame to remetting like $800,00 : or about 2u per 
cent. +f one available ino me and they would be 
relieved if they got an assuranco from tho 
Chairman of the Sanitary Board that this money 
was being well spent. 

Hon. Dr. ATKINS N r-pliel tha, the increase 
of the stuff was largely dus to the recommendation 
of the sanitary experts, which have been app«ov- 


ed by the Goverameut; and the most important 


of these recommendntions was thata permane it 
plague staff should be appointed quite dis inct 
from the ordinary staff of sinilary ins ectors; 
and that the staff should ba incrersed 
correspondingly to the inv'easing number of 
plagns cises t ey had to deal with. This 
was approved of, and an organised trained staff 
{o deal with thes aunnilly recurring epi lemics 
of plague had been established. It would be 
evident toa] hon. members that it was an im- 
provemetto have a trained staff at their disposal 
rather than to depend on men they might be 
ably to pick up ha shazard as the cases of plague 
increased in nnomber In this scheme it was 
positive y laid down that thers shou'd be a 
certain number of officers employed, and that 
the number should ba adde' to ina certain ratio 
to the number of casos. When there were net 
more than 20) cases a week the staff was ata 
cer{ain strength; it the cases increased {to not 
more than 50 the staff was increased c rrespon-: 
dinogly ; and if there were not more than 89 a still 
farther increasa was made. As the epidemic 
declined s> the number of those employed 
decreased in a gorresponding manver; or, as the 
cases diminished in number so did the stuff. 
The estimate for next year was basel on the 
number of cases there were this year. With 
reference to the $8,900 -for scav.oging the 
City and Hill district, referred to by the hon. 


‘member, that sum was paid to Lhe contractor for 


removing refuse from tha houses in Victovia 
and the outlying villages and for ‘removing 
the street refuse also. He was paid so much 
a month and engaged the coolies himself, 
‘Lha other vote of $21,000 for coolie hira was

NOTES FROM THE BOTA 
GARDENS.) 

A curious creeper, which has ocoisioned con- 
siderable interest in the gardens from-time to 
tima, is now jo flower in the nursery near'the 
office, Another speciinen with: a few buds on 
it is growing, trained on a fence, at the west 
end of the plant houses in the oll g rden. ‘Lhe 
nim of the plant is cdristolochia gigas (variety 
Séurterautt), and it isa native of Guatemala, It 
is s)metimes kuown as the pelican plant from 
tha resemblance of the flowers wh2n in bud to 
‘that bird. The species was introduced into 
England abou! 6!) years ago,’ bat had been 
lest to cultivation for many yea:s until it wag- 
re-introduced to Kew in 1x88. I: flowered 
there in 1891 and attracted much stten- 
tion at tha time, The corolla of the Kew 
j plant measured 17 inches across and 5ft. in 
‘length, 3ft. of which was narrowed into a-tail. 
{ Some of the firs! flowars ou the plaats ia the 
| gardens hera attained nearly a similar size. 
The colour of thi flowars is creamy yellow 
thickly mottled with dark parp'e. It is a most 
evil-smelling plant, but fliss ara attractei to 
i¢ in larg: oambirs In ony flowar which 
was opened we found about a hundred blow-flies 
and three earwigs, which would hive been. 
in the ordioa-y cours: of events, libarated 
after pollination. 

A day or two ago we determined an interest- 
ing orchid, Cymbidcune dayauum. an addition 
to the flora of Chini, but which had hitherto 
been recorded from Assim and Sikkim only. 
The plant is growing in a pot in the No. 2 
honse, and waa, wit! another speci-s, receivcd 
from Hainan in 1893 from a native collector who ~ 
had been sent down there to make a collection 
of the plants of the island. The flowers are 
produced in decurved racemes, 14 to 15 flowers 
to a receme. The individual flowers are 2 
inches across, and the sepals and petals are 
greyish white, with a blood-red contral streak 
which reaches almost to the apex. The history 
of the species is of much interest. It was 
founded in 1869 by the late Professor Reichen- 
bach, a great authority on orchids, on a plant 
from Assam seut to him by a Mr. Day; who 
was a large orchid-grower in fugland. In the 
Flora of British India, published in 1890, Sir 
Joseph Hooker reduces it to a variety of 
Cymbidinm eburneum, but adds a note to the 
effect that he had not seen the plant. In 1895 
it is described as a new species in the Journas 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, uuder the name 
of Cymbidium simonsianum, by King and 
Pontling. (Sir George King was at that time 
| Superintendent of the Royal Botan’c Gardens 
Calentta.) It is also described and figured 
under the latter name in the Botanioal 
Magazine for last year, where it is stated that 
the plant was bought as Cymbidium dayanum 
for the Royal Gardens, Kew, from a firm of -- 
London nurserymen, who stated it had been 
received from Japan with other orchids. When 
the index for the Botanical tie was 
made np, a footnote was added that the 
plant had then been determined by Mr. Rolfe, 
the best-known living authority on orchids, as 
Cymbidium dayanum. It will be interesting to 
know whether the plant is really a native of 
Japan or not.

‘I'he vacancies 
numbar about eighty, of which threa are open to 
Bannermen and Manchus. The whole affair is 
conducted with great pomp and ceremony. The 
leading officials attend on different days, and 
occupy special halls, where they sit in stats. 
The place undergoes a thorough cleaning 
before the oxamination, and broken windows 
are mended, floors repaired, and ovens renewed, 
for the large staff of officials has to be fed 
during the nine days of the examination, The 
candidates have to take their own food with 
them. They remain in the “schools” for thres 
days, aud are then allowed to return to their 
homes for a night's rest. This is repeated twice, 
so that nine full days have to be spent in the 
precincts. 


This year the subject for the first three days | 


is Foreign History during the 18th and 19th 
centuries of the Christian era; for tha second 
period, Chinese History—both internal: and io 
connection with for. ign states; and lastly, the 
Chinese classics, For the first subject it should 
be mentioned that any gentleman taking books 
in with him will not be punished, and the 
importancs of this part of the examination is 
thus neutralised. 

As usual in China, there is a vast number of 
officials and their hangers on present. First of 
all is the Chief Examiner, who has one assistant

If too many 
men of the name, say, of Wong, have entered 
with a chancsa of success (for details as to 
favourites are.as keenly studied by the interest- 
ed people as they are in a race at home), steps 
will be taken to pravent their success., Some 
are even prevented from entering their: names 
at all, if doing so interferes with the’ sweep. 
Last year the priz> was won in a most remark- 
able way. Tho lucky winner had not only hit 
upon every successful candidate, but hed been 


‘even able to get them in their proper order 


of merit, thus makiog a larga sam of money. 
It should perhaps ba added that this winner was 
the Chief Examiner himself. He was impeach- — 
ed, but managed to gat the matter hushed up 
in the usual way.

The recent propositions from Russia con- 
cerning the evacuation of [Manchuria are no 
longer “secret,” butiseem to ba known pretty 
merally throughout the city. According to 
ormer agreement Kinssia should have cleared 
out of Manchuria 4 least sight months ago, 
and now she proposes to carry out that agree- 
ment only by the granting of new conditions 
on the part of China. Russia proposes to 
control the quarantine regulations for New- 
chwang and other points. This puts a great 
power in her hands} and rules can be made 
which will greatly hamper trade and the rights 
of other nationalities. Already Russia is rul- 
ing with a high hand in Newchwang, and 
many Chinese arejbeing punished for not 
observing all the quarantine regulations, All 
will agree that Russia can do this much better 
than the Chinese cat but it should ba done in 
a way that does notiiinterfere with equal rights 
for other nations. |(Russia demands the right 
to place troops all jup and down the Sungari 
river. If that is allowed she will withdraw her 
troops in a year from Kirin and Tsitsihar. 
But when we sea the windings and: tremendous 
length of the Suagari river we can easily sae 
that Laving controll of that river gives Russia 
a practical control}pf Manchuria. The river 
reaches down to the Wosdwaters of the Yalu river, 
and Russia would havea line of troops all the way 
from the coast to her own possessions. This would 
give her practically the controlof Manchuria, The 
marvel is the réadingss of certain of the highest 
officials in Peking {to give credence to these 
proposals. The proposition is so distinctly in 
Russia’s favour tha 
loyal Chinese would ; Oppose it with tooth and 
nail. Tolegrams are|pouring in to the Waiwupu 
from Chinese students in various countries 
urging their counfry to stand firm. It is 
needless to say that:these telegrams are mostly 


consigned to the fire by order of the Viceroy °° 


bnt in any other couatry on the earth they 
would: be held up 4o public approval as signs 
that patriotism isnot all dead among the 
Chinese. Prince Ching is distinctly: prq- 5 ussian 
in his proclivities,:and as Franos brings her 
assistance to bear on a decision favour- 
able to Russia, we may soon see that Russia's 
plans have been carried out, as they usnally are, 
when most nations lbok supinely on... 

The state of things in Peking is about as bad 
asit could be. Its hard to secure justice in 
the police courts and the common man has a hard 
time if he has to gnter the yeméns.

After; so much talk of reconstraction in the 
. courts of Peking and the hopes e.tertained on 

the appointment of Prince Su, tho outcoma is 
most humiliating. |Without doubt the Prince 
is hampered in his efforts to clarify city life and 
cannot bring to pass all that he desires. It 
seems! to be the ganeral opi ion that what 
reaches him personaily will be sura of an honest 
settlement.—N.-C Daily News.

NORTHERN NOTES. 


———_~— 


The following items are from the P. é T 
Bmes of the 17thult. :— 


A shrine inside the City near the Chen Men 
which was associated with the Boxer trouble, 
and which Chen Pi ordered to be destroyed, is 
now being restored, the caretaker ‘being an ex- 
Boxer leader. The incident is rdgarded with 
some anxiety in certain Chinese circles. 

Mrs. Archibald Little, whose Life of Li Hung- 
chang is to appear in England this autumn, 
has been busying herself whilst in the north of 
China with preparing a guide to Peking and 
the neighbourhood. This will be a boon to 
travellers, and supply a long-felt want. 

We understand, on very good authority, that 
Colonel Browne, R.E., who was in China as 
Director of Railways during the military occu- 
pation, was offered the position now held by 
Colonel T. R. Wynne in the Chiness Enginear- 
ing and Mining o., but for some reason the 
matter fell through. Colonel Wynne has b3en 
asked to stay on till March, 1904. 

Mr. J. Kerston has just arrived for the 
Company as Inspector of Coal Mines. Mr. 
L. Boulanger has also come out as engineer for 
Linsi, in place of Mr. von der Taelon, who goes 
home. The above news we received too late for 
confirmation, but we imagine, from ths source 
derived, it is absolutely correct. 

A new American Lolga of Freemasons will 
be opened in Tientsin during the coming 
month, under the name of Pei-ho (North River) 
Lodge, a dispensation for same having bsen 
received from the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, U.S.A., waich also appoints Mr. 
Lyle G. Emery first W. M; Mr. Charles F, 
Gammon firat 8. W., and Mr. Lowis Erzel first 
J. W. The list of charter mombers includes 
the names of Americans in Peking, as well as 
Tientsin, among them that of Minister Conger. 
Pei-ho Lodge will begin its work as soon as 
possible. A second American Lodge has been 
opened in Shanghai under ths name of Orient. 
Pei-ho Lodge dates its existence one day previous 
to Orient Lodge, and is, therefore, the second 
American Lodge to be opened in China. The 
two additional lodges will warrant the opening 
of a District Grand Lodge in Shanghai. 

There are persons who still maintain that the 
order for Shen Ke-wei to be beaten to death was 
not given by the Empress Dowager but by some 
official inher name. We may point out that 
we. have made carefal enquiry and ascertain 
that beating to death is a punishment practically 
unknown in Chinese official and judicial circles, 
and is therefore not a punishment which wonld 
suggest itself. It is, however, a Court punish- 
ment, and one wh‘ch the Empress Dowager, as 
the head of that Court, has meted out for the 
punishment of eunuchs and other Court 
offenders at least four or five times in her life, 
and it would not be us alien to her as t> the 
official world, and to lay the responsibility of 
the deed at her door is not therefore the act of 
injustice that some would have us believe.

pavilion. I trust other desigas will be obtained

IMPORTANT ACTION AGAINST THE OPIUM 
FARMURS, a 

Leung Tsau, shroff of the Registry of the 
Supreme Court, sued the Chin-Wa Hong 
Company, Opium Farmars, Bonham Strand, 
for $1000, for wrongful entry by the defendants’ 
excise officers into the premises of the plaintiff, 
173, Queen’s Road East, second floor, on 21st 
August without a warrant, and for wrongfully 
and improperly searching the premises of the 
plaintiff, 175, Queen's Road East, and damaging 
silk clothing. ; 

Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister-at-law (instructed 
by Mr. F. X. D’Almadal’e Castro, solicitor) 
appeared for tha plaintiff; and Mr. H. W. 
Looker, solicitor, was for the defendants. 

Mr. Looker made the preliminary objection 
that his Lordship had no jurisdiction to try the 
cage. The writ was issacd for $1,0W damages for 
wrongful entry by the dsfoudants' excisa officers, 
and it was directed against the Chin-Wa Hong 
Company, Opium Farmars. By saction 43 of 
Opium Ordinanca, 21 of 1891, “If any unsuc- 
cessfal search for opinm has basen made under 
sections 29 or 30 of this Ordinance by the request 
or at the instigation of the Opium Farmer, and 
there is no reason to suppose that any opium in 
contravention of this Ordinance has been thrown 
away or otherwise disposed of with a view to 
avoid detection, the Opium Farmer shall replace 
or repack any goods which may have been 
unpacked by raason of such search, and shall 
make good any damage he may have caused 
thereby, and the amount of money claimed for, 


| any such damage shall be adjudicated upon by a 


Magistrate and shall ba recoverable as a civil 
debt under the provisions of ‘ The Magistrates 
Ordinance 1890.2” He submitted that the 
effect of the saction of the Ordinance was that 
all'claims for damages arising out of a search 
for opium must ba adjudicated upon by a 
magistrate, and this'case was not within his 
Lordship's jurisdiction. Plaintiff's remedy 
was in the Police Court before the Magistrate. 
It' was true there was nothing bofore 
his! Lordship to show that an nnsuccessful 
search had been made. The section only referrad 
{o ‘cases in which the search was unsuccessful, 
and as a matter of fact no opinm was found in 
this case. They admitted that. But he sub- 
mitted that plaintiff's claim must be made 
bafore a M gistrate. 

Mr. Slada said that Section 48 dealt with 
dfmage done to goods during search for opium 
under Sastions 29 or 30. In this case the 
search was made not under Sections 29 or 30, 
but nuder Section 31, under a warrant.

Sand-buried Ruins of Khotan. By M. A. Sry. 
London: T. Fishér Unwin, 

| We do not remember having within récent 
years met iith so interesting a book of travel 
in any part of the world as this Sand-buried 
Ruins of Khotan by Dr. Aurel Stein, 'of the 
Indian isducational Service. Th» journsy which 
he describes took place in 1900 and I901, and 
was aided to no small extent by the generosity 
of the Indian Government, which sets an exataple 
‘to many other sections of the British Empire 

by the way in which it trea(s genuine researchers. 
Dr. Stein has already published, in 1901, 
a peter report of his archseological and 
topographical exploration of Chinese Turkestan, 
and he is about to publish in full his scientific 
‘report on the Khotan ruins. The latter work, 
_ however, will probably be beyond the purchas- 
‘ing power’ of the ordivary reader, so that the 
‘ book now before us constitutes his account of 
his travels as designed for the general public. 
author has spared no trouble, as he 


He desires to attract the latter's interest to a 
fascinating chapter of ancient history, whioh 
once seemed almost entirely lost, that of the 


We cannot 
think that Dr. Stein’s hope will not bo realised,. 
for ho must be si-gaularly lacking in apprecia- 
tion of the world’s progress who will not find in 

: the present volume much that he did not know, 

and is glad now to learn. At the same time 

those who are in sympathy with the adventurous 

traveller can but follow his story with vivid 

interest, Dr. Steiu started with long experience 

of marching aud camping on Indian ground. 

He speaks a great number of languages and 

dialects familiar in the Punjab and the Northern 

Indian frontiers, and thus, though ignorant of 

Chinese, he was well equipped otherwise for 

intercourse with the inhabitants of the [ndo- 

’ Chinese regions. The Survey of India Depart- 

: ment gave him liberal assistance, and he repeatedly 
acknowledges his gratitudetothe Indian Govern- 
mont,inspired by the Viceroy's personal interest in 
thehistory and antiquities of the East. Hefound 
the Chinese officials courteous and helpfal to- 

| him. The result has been a remarkable con- 

| tribution to the knowledge of Central Asian 

| history during a period about which the modern 

| world has hitherto been almost entirely in the 
dark. 

It would te extremely difficult in the course 

| of a short review to give any adcquate idea of 

| Dr. Stein’s discoveries and contributions to 

| gcientitic, sociological, religious and philological 
knowledge, We shall not therefore attempt the 
task. What stands out in the book is the 
early spread of Buddhist teaching fronr 
India into Central Asia and China, “probably 
the most remarkable contribution made by India 
to the general development of mankind.” The 
origin and history of the culture that once 
flourished in Buddhist Khotan, says the author, 
aro faithfully reflected in the remarkable series 
of sculptures and paintings which the sncient 
shrines and dwelling-places, after long centuries: 
of burial beneath the sands, have yielded up. 
And it was Dr, Stein’s privilege and fortune to 


| digcover-these secrets. An even more fascinat- 


ing find perhaps to the majority of Western 
readers is that of a series of classical seals, 
bearing well-modelled figures of Greek deities, 
which were apparently in frequent use among 
officials of Khotan at one period. ‘The re- 
markable diversity of the cultural influences 
which met and mingled at Khotan during 
the third century A.D,” says the author,
